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PAID THE PENALTY 


Negro Murderer and Ravisher 
Burned at the Stake. 


CONFESSED HIS 
CRIME, 


He Brained His Employ er, and Then 
Outraged the Young* Wife of 
His Victim. 


N e w m a n , Ga^, A pril 
2 4 .— In 
the presence of nearly 2 , 0 0 0 peo­ 
ple who sent aloft y ells of defiance 
and shouts of joy , Sam Hose, col­ 
ored, who committed two of the 
basest acts known to crime, was 
burned at the stake in the public 
road, one and one-half miles from 
here, y esterday afternoon. 
Hose 
killed his employ er, a white man 
named Cranford, and then ravished 
Mrs. Cranford. 
Before the torch was applied to 
the py re, the negro was deprived 
of his ears, fingers and other por­ 
tions of his anatomy . 
The negro 
plead pitifully for his life while 
>the mutilation was going 011, but 
stood the ordeal of fire with sur­ 
prising fortitude. 
Before the body was cool it was 
cut to pieces, the bones were crush­ 
ed into small bits, and even the tree 
upon which the wretch met his 
fate was torn up and disposed of as 
souvenirs. 
The negro’s heart was 
cut in several pieces, as was also 
his liver. 
Those unable to obtain the ghast­ 
ly relics direct paid their more for­ 
tunate possessors extravagant sums 
for them. 
Small pieces of bone 
w ent for 25 cents and a bit of liver, 
crisply cooked, sold for 10 cents. 
As soon as the negro was seen to 
be dead, there was a tremendous 
struggle among the crowd which 
had witnessed his tragic end to se­ 
cure the souvenirs. 
A rush 
was 
made for the stake, and those near 
tkfG body were forced against it and 
had to fight for their freedom. 
Knives were quickly produced and 
the body soon dismembered. 
Hose had been on the farm of 
the Jones brothers, between Macon 
and Columbus, since the day aftei 
he committed his horrible crime. 
His mother is employ ed on 
the 
farm, and to her little cabin he fled 
as a safe refuge. 
She fed him and 
cared for him, but it is not believed 
that she knew he was being hunted 
for by the authorities. 
«/ 
The Jones brothers were not 
aware of the crime until a few day s 
ago, and were not sure that he was 
the much-wanted man. 
Saturday 
m orning one of the Jones boy s met 
Hose, and as he was talking to him people acting in those capacities, 
noticed that his “ ginger” face was M any witnesses were heard. 
One, 


Brown, taking a receipt for the 
prisoner, thus m aking themselves 
sure of the $250 reward for the ar­ 
rest and delivery to the sheriff of 
Campbell 
county 
of 
one Sam 
Hose.” 
W ord was sent to Mrs. C ran­ 
ford, at Palmetto, that it was be­ 
lieved Hose was under arrest, and 
that her presence was necessary in 
N ew m an to make sure of the iden­ 
tification. 
In some way the news of the ar­ 
rest leaked out and as the town 
had been on the alert for nearly 
two weeks the intelligence spread 
rapidly . 
From every house in the 
little city came its occupants and a 
good crowd 
was 
soon gathered 
about the jail. 
Sheriff Brown was 
importuned to give up the prisoner 
and finally , in order to avoid an 
assault on the jail 
and possible 
bloodshed, he turned the wretch 
over to the waiting^ crowd. 
A 
procession was quickly formed and 
the doomed negro was marched at 
its head through several streets of 
the town. 
Mrs. C ranford’s mother and sis­ 
ter are residents of Newman. 
The 
mob was headed in the direction of 
their house, and in a short time 
reached the McElroy home. 
The 
negro was marched in the gate and 
Mrs. M cElroy called to the front 
door. 
She at once identified the 
African, and her verdict was agreed 
to by her daughter. 
Hose then confessed, say ing : “ I 
am Sam Hose. 
I 
killed Alfred 
Cranford, but I was paid to do it. 
Lige Strickland, the negro preach­ 
er at Palmetto, gave me $12 to kill 
him .” 
• 
The torch was applied about 2 -.30 
o’clock, and at 3 o’clock the body 
of Sam Hose was limp and lifeless, 
his head hanging to one side, The 
body was not cut down. 
It was 
cut to pieces. 
The crowd fought 
for places about the smoldering 
tree, and with knives secured such 
pieces of his carcass as did not fall 
to pieces. 
The chain was severed 
by hammers, the tree was chopped 
down and with such pie ^ s of the 
firewood as had not burned, were 
carried away as souvenirs.

a negro, who lived on Strickland’s 
place, testified to the good charac­ 
ter of the minister, 
but several 
neighbors gave any thing but favor­ 
able reports. 
M any speeches were 
mace. 
A t 1 o’clock no decision had 
been arrived at, but it was de­ 
cided to adjourn the court to the 
woods, one mile out of town. The 
sober element is m aking an effort 
to save the negro’s neck and have 
adopted the plan of moving about 
to delay a verdict and perhaps win 
their case.

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FOUGHT ON SUNDAY 


Americans and Filipino s No rth­ 
east o f Manila, 


-A COLONEL WAS KILLED. 


Also a Lieutenant, 
While 
Several 
Were Injured— The Ameri­ 
cans Victorious. 


M a n i l a , A p ril 
2 4.— -In an en­ 


counter with the Filipinos yester­ 


day near Quingua, about four miles 


northeast of Malolos, seven Am eri­ 


cans were 
killed 
and forty-four 


wounded. 
T h e engagement developed into 


a disastrous though successful fight. 


T h e insurgents 
had 
a horseshoe 


trench, about a mile long, encir­ 


cling a rice field, on the edge of 


the wood. 
y-Maior Bell, with forty cavalry­ 


men, encountered a strong outpost. 


O ne of his men was killed and five 
were wounded by a volley. 
T h e Americans retired, carrying 
their wounded under fire and with 
great difficulty, being closely pur­ 
sued, a fog enabling the enemy to 
creep up to them. 
T w o men who 
were carrying a comrade were shot 
in the arms, 
but they continued 
with their burden. 
Maj. Bell 
sent 
for re-enforce- 
ments to rescue the body of the 
* killed cavalryman, and a battalion 
of the Nebraska regiment, under 
Maj. Mufford, arrived and advanc- 
ed until checked by volleys from 
the enemy’s trenches. 
Th e Americans lay about Soo 
yards from the trenches, 
behind 
rice furrows, 
under fire for two 
hours. 
Several 
men 
were 
sun- 
struck, one dying from the effects 
of the heat, as they lay waiting for 
the artillery to come up. 
Finally the Second battalion ar­ 
rived and then Col. 
Stotzenburg, 
who had spent the night with his 
father at Manila, came upon the 
field. 
T h e men immediately rec­ 
ognized him and raised a cheer. 
Col.

ments, a mile back. 
T h e Nebraska regiment lost two 
privates and had many wounded,

GETTING RID OF BUGS. 


Science

Ilerr Bcmegau has earned

long and exhaust ive inquiry in regard 
to the real value of those substances 
hitherto held as efficaciom as

stroyers of roaches and other domestic 
insect p ests.

somewhat surp rising, inasmit h as it 
lias shown that many of the most p op ­ 
ular renuvh ~ <..u the market are p rac­ 
tically of little use. 
Insect? 
were 
caught an ’ kep t in glass tubes, so 
that the effects could 
be 
closely 
watched. 
Fresh insect p owder made 
bugs a little uncomfortable for awhile, 
but they soon recovered and became 
as lively as before, ap p arently none 
the worse for the exp erience. When 
mixed with ten p er cent, nap hthalin, 
the p owder killed a few of the insect 
only. 
Hydrogen hyp eroxide was a 
flat failure. 
Formalin was quite ef­ 
fective, but it costs too much and has 
unp leasant effects on the p erson ap ­ 
p lying it. Coal oil was deadly, but it 
has a bad odor and is dangerous where 
contact with fire is ]p ossible. 
Ilerr 
Bernegau finally decided that the p er­ 
fect insect destroyer is turp entine oil, 
either alone or with nap hthalin. lie 
recommends that the haunts of the 
insects should be gone over with tur­ 
p entine oil and nap hthalin, ap p lied 
with a brush. The p enetrating odor 
of the solution chases the insects out 
of their hiding p laces, and a little 
sp rinkling of the oil effectually dis­ 
p oses of them. 
Where 
walls 
are 
treated witli the mixture they should 
be freshly p ainted orkalsomined after 
it has soaked in. When the mixture 
has been ap p lied to beds or furniture, 
lloors or baseboards the}’ should be in­ 
stantly washed with a hot solution of 
carbolic soap (to two and one-half gal­ 
lons of boiling water add a quart of 
liquid carbolic soap ). To p rep are the 
turp entine oil and nap hthalin, a quart 
of the oil should be p ut into a half­ 
gallon jug with 150 grains of nap h­ 
thalin. 
The jug must be set in hot 
water and shaken vigorously. To p re­ 
p are carbolic acid soap common yel­ 
low p otash soap and commercial car­ 
bolic acid should be heated together 
until a clear solution is obtained-
